HOT TIME IN “ THE SHENANDOAH VALLEY.” 


Fire was discovered in McVicker’s Theater 
gt 3:20this morning. As far as can be learned 
it originated in the smoking-room under and 
to the west ofthe stage. The dry and inflam- 
able material of the room furnished mate- 
rial for the blaze, and in a moment 
a fierce flame burst out through a side win- 
dow in the alley and began licking the east 


wall of Taz Tarsunz Building. 


The slowness with which the fire department 


respégded was something marvelous. Oc-

held their watches and are prepared to testify 
that it was fullysfifteen minutes before the first 
engine putin an appearance. All this time 
the streets were filled with a crowd yelling 
are. 

As soon as the firemen arrived on the scene 
they directed the streams of water through 


the window from which the flames were com- 
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well the flames had no

ing. The smoke filled the entire building. 

The flames burned up through the ceiling of 
the smoking-room up through the floor 
of the auditorium, eating their way in 
several places up through the parquet, 
destroying the handsome furnishings and sad- 
ly marring the beautiful decorations and fur- 
nishings of the theatre. 

The fire also extended to the floor of the 
foyer, necessitating the tearing up of the 


boards. | 
The Fire Spreads. 

The fire continued to spread rapidly, and 
soon the flames shot out from one of the 
upper exits fronting on the alley next to TAI 
Tano Building. At the same time smoke 
poured out of the upper story windows in 


huge volumes. 


The fire made unexpected headway in the 
interior ofthe building, and in thirty min- 
utes after its discovery made its way from the 
basement to the roof. The flames apparently 
enveloped the whole building, and at a few 
Wiliittes before 4 o’clock were leaping from 
adi the windows on the west and east sides of 
the theater. When it was seen what rapid 
hesiiway the flames were making additional 
help was summoned, and every effort was 
directed to saving the front portions of the 


At 4 o'clock the indications were that the 
entire rear portion of the structure would be 
destroyed, together with the interior portion 
of the theater proper. 

Both galleries were burning fiercely, the 
flames extending to the roof of the au- 

A few moments later it became certain that 
all of the occupants of the building would be 
heavy losers, although none of them carried 
any considerable stock of goods, as the rooms 
were occupied chiefly as offices. At this time 
it was seen that the total loss would foot up 
in the neighborhood of $100,000. 

Dense volumes of smoke poured from the 
front windows of the building, giving the im- 
pression that the whole structure from the 
ground to the roof was on fire. 

The flames burst from the rear of the build- 
ing with such fury that they extended across 
the alley and threatened the destruction of the

The total loss on building and to occupants, 
the Shenandoah company, and others will ex- 
ceed $250,000, 

At 5:15 a. m. the fire was still raging, and 
there was danger of the south and east 
walls falling in. The blaze was in 
such condition, however, that it could be said 
to be under control, and there was no danger 
of its spreading beyond the building in which 
it started. 

No one as yet seems to knew how the fire 
originated, but it is supposed that some mem- 


ber of the company carelessly threw a lighted - 


cigarette on the floor of the smoking-room, 
where the fire originated. 

The “‘ Shenandoah ”’ company lost all of its 
scenery, stage-settings, costumes, and other 
property, and a few of the members lost most 
of their personal effects. The loss to the com- 
pany will aggregate $30,000. 


The fire naturally revived the stories of al- 


leged previous attempts at incendiarism, and 
more especially the story of two or three 
weeks ago told by the theater watchman to 
the effect that he believed a small fire which 
he had discovered and extinguished was 
the work of some unknown person. This story 
was pooh-poohed at the time by Assistant 
Manager Sharpe and the other attachés of the 
theater and was soon forgotten. This morning 
more than one person recalled it, however, 
and though the origin of the fire was a com- 
plete mystery there were those who thought 
the discredited watchman’s story might have 
had a basis of truth in it. . 


BIG TUNNEL UNDER THE ST. CLAIR RIVER. 


The Great Bore Completed—-How the Work 
was Done and the Event Celebrated. « 
Port Hunox, Mich., Aug. 25.—[Special.]— 
The great railway tunnel under the St. Clair 
River was practically completed at 9:35 
o’clock this forenoon. At that hour 
the ringing of bells and the sound of whistles 


in the vicinity of the tunnel announced that 


something unusual had taken place. All the 
beats on the river commenced to 
blow their whistles. Hundreds of peo- 
ple rushed to the docks expecting 
to find some boat on fire. Some one sounded 
the alarm of fire, and soon the two hose carts 
were dashing down Military street toward the 
Grand Trunk elevator. The firemen soon dis- 
covered their mistake and returned to the 
hose-houses. 

Chief Engincer Hobson of the Grand 
Trunk arrived at Sarnia earl this 
morning in his private car. He was 
the first man to pass through the tunnel, fol- 
lowed by Engineers Murphy and Eames, the 
Hon. C. McKenzie, M. P., and Dr. Johnstone 
of Sarnia. The drift tunnel was practically 
finished at an earlier hour than stated above, 
but it remained for the Chief Engineer to 
remove the last shovelful of earth. 

Sunday afternoon the working forces on the 
Canadian and American side were assing 
tobacco, etc., through the hole bored between 
the two shields, and conversation was carried 
on during the evening. It remained for the 
8 o’clock shift to remove the last of the 
earth. The whole working force on both 
sides passed through the tunnel this 
forenoon. Six hundred people, all of whom 
are connected with the tunnel, have walked 
under the river from the United States to Can- 
ada and vice versa since its completion. 

This marks the completion of the greatest 
river tunnel in the world and probably the 
greatest piece of engineering in this country. 
It is eleven feet longer than the Brooklyn 
Bridge, and the difficulty of underground 
work compensates for the finer work on that 
structure. 

The tunnel will not be in use for some 
months, as an approach 13,000 feet long is to 
be dug on the Canadian side and one of 9,000 
on the Michigan side. 


How the Work Was Done. 


Port Hvrow, Mich... Aug. 2%.—{Special,]— 
When the Grand Trunk railway company pur- 
chased the old Chicago and Lake Huron railroad 
in 1880 it entered the field with a through line of 
its own to compete for the immense amount of 
through traffic between the northwest and the 
seaboard by way of Chicago. From this time the 
two big iron car ferries at this point were kept 
almost constantly at work. With the purchase 
of the Great Western railway of Canada came the 
possession of another through route from the 
Northwest, from Milwaukee to Niagara Falls by 
way of Detroit. Although the car ferries at this 
point and at Detroit did the work of transporting 
the trains between Michigan and Canada satis- 
factorily in the summer season, during the winter 
trafic sometimes has been blocked several hours 
on account of the ice floating in the river. In 
view of these facts the Grand Trunk officials be- 
gan to look around for some surer and more reg- 
ular means of crossing the river, Both a bridge 
and a tunnel were 8 Various 
reasons were urged against a bridge. The 
banks of the river are comparatively low 
and to reach a height sufficient to clear the masts 
of vessels would necessitate the building of high 
towers and long approaches. The span of such a 
bridge wouldalso have to be long—about 2, 
feet. Vessel men would raise objections sho 
an attempt be made to build a low bridge. 
tunnel was considered more feasible. Port Huron 
was selected for the location, asit is on the di- 
rect route to the Falls. 

In 1886 a company called the St. Clair Tunnel 
company was organized, the stock being sub- 
scribed mostly by the Grand Trunk people. Per- 
mission for constructing the tunnel was obtained 
from the Governments of the United States and 
Canada and the test work begun. The borings 
proved satisfactory, showing a deposit of stiff 
blue clay between the botfom of the river and the 
bedrock. The depth of the water was nowhere 
found to be more than forty feet. The accom- 

panying map shows the location of the tunnel. 

Mr. Joseph Hobson of Hamilton, Ont., chief en-

proposed to start at the surface of 
the earth and bore downwards with the Beach hy- 
draulic tunnel shield. His scheme also contem- 
plated building the tunnel of cast-iron segments 
bolted together. The company finally accepted 
Mr. Lobson's plans and he was made chief engi- 
neer for the work. In January, 1889, work was 


The first half of the year was occupied mostly in 
making preparations for the work. An excava- 
tion was made at each end to the depth of about 
seventy feet before entering the tunnel proper. 
Besides making these excavations machine shops 
were erected and the operating machinery placed 
in position. The latter consists of a set of three 
boilers, only two of which are used at a time, the 
third being kept in readiness for emergencies, air 
pumps for furnishing fresh air to the men working 
in the tunnel, a duplicate electric light plant, an 
engine and pump for furnishing the power for 
forcing the shield forward, steam derricks for 
raising the excavated earth, planing machinery 
for smoothing the joints of the iron segments of the 
tunnel, blacksmith shop, carpenter shop, etc. In 
August, 1889, everything was ready, the shields— 
one at each end of the proposed tunnel—were 
placed in position, and the start for the journey 
under the river began. 

The shields were made, in Hamilton, Ont., 
shipped here in pieces, and put together near the 
tunnel portal. The one on this side of the river 
(the mode of proceedure on both sides of the river

The Knights of Labor Left to Do 
; Their Own Fighting. 


NO HELP FROM THE OUTSIDE. . 


Decision Reached by the Supreme Coun- 
cil of the Federation. 


POWDERLY’S COURSE SANCTIONED. 


Constitutional Restrictions Prevent the Order- 
ing of a Strike. 


HOW THE NEWS WAS RECEIVED AT ALBANY. 


Tzrre Havrs, Ind., Aug. 25.—[Special.]}— 
The die iscast and it means peace. 
decision is unanimous, so much so that it re- 
quired not even a vote on the question of 
strike or no strike. Mr. Powderly’s hopes for 
active support from the Federation of Railway 
Employés in the fight on the New York Cen- 
tral railroad are blasted. The Supreme Coun- 
cil will order no strike. The Knights of Labor 
must paddle their own canoe, aided only by 
such fair breezes as sympathy and moral sup- 
port can create. 

The decision of the Supreme Council is pre- 
cisely as indicated in the dispatches to Tun 
Trrpung yesterday. No general tie-up will be 
ordered ; the brotherhoods will hold themselves 
aloof from the strike of the Knights of Labor; 
the strike at Buffalo, which switchmen at- 
tached to the federation commenced in viola- 
tion of the laws of the federation, will go by 
default, the Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Associa- 
tion being at liberty to furnish those men 
enough support to keep them above want; 
the Knights of Labor are assured of the sym- 
pathy and moral support of the federation; 
the conduct of Mr. Webb is condemned, and 
the Supreme Council decides that, according 
to its laws, no grievances of any men under 
its jurisdiction are properly before it for con- 
sideration. 

When the council convened at 8:30 this 
morning it was thought that only the formal 
action of adopting the report of the commit- 
tee was required before the decision would be 
made public. 
most of the members desired to have some of 
their ideas incorporated or others stricken 
out. The committee had worked under in- 
structions from the council to embody the 
ideas expressed and approved at Saturday’s 
meeting, but the members were not quite sat- 
isfied, and what with changing the wording, 
eliminating or inserting words or passages, 
and speeches made by nearly all the members 
the morning passed away before any action 
was taken on the document. 

In the afternoon session the discussion was 
resumed and the report was adopted early in 
the proceedings, with some alterations and 
amendments. 

No Difference of Opinion. 

From the beginning, as soon as the facts 
had been all laid before the council, there 
never was any dissension on the question of or- 
dering a strike. The matter was not even put 
to a vote, for the reason thatthe legal obstruc- 
tions were insurmountable. Nevertheless, the 
question of a strike was seriously discussed. 
It came up in this manner: The reports of 
Grand Chiefs Sargent, Wilkinson, Sweeney, 
and Howard convinced thé council that if the 
men belonging to the federation should have 
any trouble with the New. York Central their 
representatives would be treated by Mr. Webb 
just as Mr. Powderly had been as the repre- 
sentative of the Knights of Labor. They also 
felt assured that the policy of the road had 
changed and that a fight on labor organiza- 
tions was probable. On this point they were in 
doubt as to whether the fight was against the 
Knights of Labor only or against the brother- 
hoods as well. 

If Mr. Webb remained the active manager, 
they were convinced that sooner or latera 
fight with the road would be forced upon the 
federation and the question was: Is the pres- 
ent time opportune to fight it out? 

The desire of the conservative men was not 
to go into a fight now. The federation was 
young, it was argued, two of the organizations 
in it, the switchmen and conductors, were not 
so strong as the others, and because the pros- 
pect of success was not great, it was consid- 
ered that preparations should be made to 
place the federation in fighting trim for the 
future, but no action was taken. The future 

lations between the brotherhoods and the 
New York Central, in fact, formed the princi- 
pal topic of discussion. 

Mr. Powderly said in his appeal that it was 
not a question whether the strike was oppor- 
tune, but whether it was just. The council 
disagreed with him. If they entered ona 
etrike and were defeated, the people would 
say they were wrong any way. Unless the 
chances of success were good no strike ought 
to be undertaken. 

Weighing the Chances of Success. 

What were the prospeets of success? The 
council weighed them carefully. The federa- 
tion was young. The Vanderbilt roads were 
atremendous power to fight. They could 
afford to lose millions of dollars. The en- 
gineers were not in the federation. P. W. 
Arthur, Grand Chief of the engineers was the 
bitter foe of federation and would do every- 
thing in his power to defeat it. If the strike 
was successful the brotherhood of engineers 
would be forced to join the federa- 
tion at once. If it was defeated the 
federation was destroyed for ten years 
to come. The drift of opinion among 
the engineers was coming towards federation 
in spite of Arthur. It was not necessary to 
take any desperate chances to bring them 
into it. There wat one consideration that for 
a time almost made the council think that 
they could not help themselves, but must go 
into the strike. 

It was brought out by Mr. Debs. If the 
federation refused to take up the fight of the 
Knights of Labor the latter would be defeated. 
This would throw 8,000 or more railroad men 
out of work. When the turn should come for 
the federation to fight the New York 
Central those men, with revenge in their 
hearts, would take their places and help de- 
feat them. This glutting of the market with 
railroad labor must be avoided. But on con-

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were too great, Without absolutely breaking 
the laws of the federation fo atoms the Su- 
preme Council had no authority to order a 
strike. So tight were the bonds of these laws 
and so difficult the task of inducing the coun- 
cil to or uer a strike that before the afternoon 
session was overa resolution was introduced to 
amend the constitution 80 as to require only 
a two-thirds vote of the members instead of 
a unanimous vote of the organizations in or 
der to order a strike. But a viva voce vote 
being taken the resolution was defeated by a 
vote of all the members except the mover of 
the resolution. These legal. points are plain. 

Before an organization belonging to the 
federation can strike so as.to be entitled to 
the support of the federation the grievance 
must be submitted to the Supreme Council 
and sanctioned by it. Even the sanction of 
the individual brotherhood is required before 
a strike is legal. The grand officers, after a 
gnevance is submitted, are required to use 
all honorable efforts to bring about a pear>- 
able settlement. None of these conditions 
have been complied with. The Knights of 
Labor never notified the brotherhood of their 
intention to stmke or of any grievance. So 
the council had no legal authority to indorse 
their action no matter how much it might de- 
sire to do so. > 

The Buffalo Strike Condemned, 

Even the switchmen at Buffalo who struck 
in support of two men who were dis- 
charged for refusing to take the place of 
strikers acted without authority and the Sp- 
preme Council was powerless to sanction their 
strike. Mr. Debs says the strike must be al- 
lowed to go by default. The sentiment of the 
council was, however, that the Switchmen’s 
Mutual Aid Association ought to see to it that 
they do not suffer want. The council has no 
authority to appropriate money for that pur- 
pose, nor can it direct the subordinate organi- 
zations to use their money in that way. 

As to such members of the federation as 
are also Knights of Labor andon strike Mr. 
Debs says they are on strike as individuals, 
not as members of their organization; that 
they are out on their own responsibility and 
have no claim on the brotherhoods, So it 
will be if the strike is extended as the Knights 
say it will be, and if any more brotherhood 
men strike in obedience to the Knights of 
Labor, the federation cannot prohibit them 
leaving their positions, but it will furnish 
them no support. Mr. Debs said he did not 
think Mr. Powderly would be disappointed at 
the action ot the council. 

He had been informed by Mr. Sargent that 
Mr. Powderly did not expect the federation. to 
join the strike, but that he did expect its in- 
dorsement and moral support, which he re 
ceived. 

There are other considerations which en- 
tered into the discussion of thestrike which 
have been previously referred to in Tun TM- 
ung dispatches. The Knights of Labor re- 
ceive no financial support from the federa- 
tion. There is even a suggestion of chilliness 
in the following dispatch sent this evening: 

T. V. Powderly, G. M. W. K. of L., Stanwick 
Hall. Albany, N. V.: The Supreme Council ad- 
journed this afternoon after carefully consider- 
ing the strike in all its details, You will get the 
result of our deliberations in tonight's dispatches, 
which it ig hoped will meet with your approval. 
The council was unanimous in indorsing your 
position and the position of the Grand Executive 
Board and most earnestly hopes that the right of 
which you are the champion in the great conflict 
on the New York Central may fihally and power- 
fully prevail. F. P. SarGeunt, President.

Made a Good Impression, 

The members of the council have made a 
favorable impression here. They are looked 
upon as conservative, cool-headed, conscious 
of the great responsibility resting upon them 
and the havoc and suffering which a étrike 
would entail. They have pgeserved_a cheerful 
demeanor throughout all the examinations 
they were put through, and their utterances 
and actions have caused frequent expressions 
by townspeople that Mr. Sargent’s utterances 
in the East were either misquoted or entirely 
without warrant. Mr. Sargent said after the 
meeting: I have nothing further to add; 
our public statement explains all.” 

John A. Hall, of the switchmen, said: We 
kept the federation idea in our minds all thetime 
and acted on that basis, not as representatives 
of district organizations. I think the people 
and the organizations ought to be satisfied.” 

John Downey, of the switchmen—* We re- 
membered that we represented thousands of 
men and tried to satisfy our constituents.“ 

S. E. Morrissey, of the brakemen—“ I am 
satisfied with the result. The New York 
Central, I believe, is fighting organized labor 
and sooner or later the federation will have to 
meet it, but at present we have nothing on 
which to base action.” 

John J. Hannahan, of the flremen—“ It is 
what I expected of the council. They acted 
coolly and never lost their heads. The result 
is of great moment to the labor world. No 
one can say we were not conservative or that 
we did not endeavor to look out for the best 
interests of labor.“ 


POWDERLY LEARNS THE NEWS, 


How the Action of the Supreme Council 
Was Received at Albany. 

Atspany, N. Y., Aug. 25.—A reporter showed 
Grand Master Workman Powderly, the dis- 
patch from Terre Haute saying that strike 
would not be ordered by*the federation. Mr. 
Powderly said that it was the first intimation 
he had received of such action, but de- 
clined to talk, saying that it would 
not be icy for him to make any 
comments Upon it until officially notified. 
He did not seem to be very much surprised or 
downcast at the result, but went to his supper 
in good spirits. Local labor leaders, however, 
looked very glum, and were evidently very 
much displeased at the action of the council, 

Secretary Hayes said: If the dispatch is 
true it means a single-handed fight, with the 
Knights doing the fighting and the other or- 
ganizations aiding financially.” 

The grand officers and Executive Board of 
District Assembly 246 held a session after the 
public meeting, which did not break up until 
midnight. The news from Terre Haute was 
considered, especially that contained in Mr. 
Sargent’s dispatch to Mr. Powderly. Because 
of the ambiguity of Mr. Sargent’s dispatch 
and the absence of the real facts Mr. Powder- 
ly would say nothing on the subject. Mr. 
Wright of the Executive Board said that they 
did not feel in the least cast down 
by the news from Terre Haute; in 
fact felt quite to the contrary. The 
Executive Board of District Assembly 246 
had resolved to go to work at once and hold 
meetings all along the line of the Central, 
which would be addressed by good speakers. 
Tomorrow Mr. Powderly and Mr. Hays would 
return to New York, Mr. Holland to Washing- 
ton to look after labor legislation, and Mr. 
Devlin to Buffalo, while Mr. Wright would 
make a trip along the Central, beginning at 
Schenectady and ending at Buffalo. All will 
address meetings at different points.

Upholding Mr. Powderly and the Knights 
and Condemning Mr. Webb.

ASK FORA RAISE IN PAY. 


The Move Occasione® by the Success 
of the Strikers. 


PACKERS DEMANDING SOME ACTION 


Many Want the Railway Switching Associa- 
tion Dissolved. 


POLICE ORDERED TO GO TO THE YARDs. 


The Stock-Yards strike is not yet over. The 
engineers and firemen succeeded in coming to 
terms with the Switching Association, and 
were preparing to go to work when a new ob- 
stacle presented itself in the shape of the 
switchmen. Inspired by the victory of their 
fellow-workers they struck immediately after 
the announcement of the association’s accept- 
ance of the engineers“ and firemen’s terms. 
Consequently not a bit of switching was done 
in the yards last night, and the situation at 
the Stock-Yards resolved itself into exactly 
the same position it was before the strike of the 
engineers and firemen was disposed of. 

Pressed by the packers to give them relief 
and goaded by the actions of the switchmen 
to a decisive move, the railroad officials yes- 
terday issued their ultimatum. All the 
switchmen who refused to work last night 
will be discharged and this morning the asso- 
ciation will be dissolved and each road do its 
own work, employing those engineers and fire- 
men who are willingto accept yesterday’s 
compromise and using new switchmen. The 
question now is: Will the firemen and en- 
gineers refuse to work with the new switch- 
men? The railroad officials say they do not 
think so, The switchmen who are 
now on strike give it out that 
the . ex-strikers will support them. 
The engineers and firemen refuse to say any- 
thing about it. They will not discuss the 
present situation, but from the talk on the 
outside .yesterday afternoon they are loath to 
let the offer made by the railroad officials go 
by. They were extremely well pleased with 
the increase offered them and now they regret 
to see the happy termination of their affairs 
interfered with in so disagreeable a, man- 
ner. : 

Accept the Compromise, 

At a meeting yesterday morning the strik- 
ing engineers and firemen came to the con- 
clusion to accept a compromise of 18 and 29 
cents, instead of 20and 30. This resolution 
was carried to the railroad officials, who 
accepted it, providing the men would 
go to work at opce. The news was carried to 
the men. They wanted to give vent to their 
delight at getting the terms, but a damper 
was put on their joy in the shape of a request 
for their support of the switchmen who had 
also determined to strike for an advance, The 
switchmen are getting 25 and 27 cents an hour 
for day men; they had resolved to ask for 27 
and 30. The night men were getting 27 and 
29; they wanted 30 and 32. The engineers 
and firemen ~ protested. They wanted the 
switchmen to waif a week or two, but the 
switchmen would not have it. They thought 
the opportunity a ripe one for a demand for 
higher wages. They held a meeting and sent 
a committee to the officials, but the cool re- 
ception they got and the answer given them 
proved quite a setback. 

When the members of the Railway Switch- 
ing Association adjourned Saturday night they 
had determined to give the firemen an ad- 
vance to 18 cents, but refused to give the en- 
gineers an increase. They also said that if 
the men would not accept this and go to work 
Monday they would dissolve the Switching As- 
sociation, This proposition was not consid- 
ered by the men till yesterday morning. They 
held a meeting in Zeder’s Hall, Forty-eighth 
street and Center avenue, to discuss the mat- 
ter. The engineers’ were ready to go back to 
work at the old price, but the firemen insisted 
that they, too, fight for an increase. Aftera 
stormy meeting the engineers concluded to 
insist on a raise, and in consequence a com- 
mittee was appointed to wait on railroad 
officials with power to compromise the strike 
by accepting a one-cent increase for the en- 
gineers and a cent and a half raise for firemen. 
With this proposition the cemmittee started 
for the meeting of the railway officials. 

The Superintendents of the various roads 
were in session at the Burlington offices short- 
ly before noon, when the committee repre- 
senting the strikers arrived with their ultima- 
tum. The officials had a stormy session, the 
question being as to whether the proposition 
of the men should be accepted or the Railway 
Association dissolved. The packers present 
took a hand in the matter just then. They 
did not want the association dissolved. They 
wanted the strike settled, and wanted it set- 
tled at once; but they did not want the Switch- 
ing Association abolished, as the benefits they 
were deriving from it were too great. The 
Superintendents finally came to the conclu- 
sion that they would give the men what they 
wanted providing they would goto work at 
once. 

This conclusion they at once submitted to 
the General Managers of the various roads for 
approval. The managers were in session in 
another part of the building. They, too, had 
a stormy time of it in discussing the matter 
and finally approved the action of the Super- 
intendents. They said they had been in doubt 
about granting the demands of the men, but 
such strong pressure had been brought to bear 
by the packers, by Board of Trade people, and 
by shippers that they thought it best to grant 
what the men had asked. The strikers’ com- 
mittee was given the answer and told that if 
their men would not go to work the associa- 
tion would. be dissolved. The members of 
the committee expressed themselves as satis- 
fied with the proposition and accepted it, say- 
ing they had no doubt the men would go to 
work at once. They added that they would 
submit the answer of the officials to the men 
for ratification. With this they left. 


Switchmen Take a Hand. 


Hardly had they gone when a committee of 
the switchmen pushed its way into the room 
and the spokesman said:

POWDERLY’S ALBANY INVESTIGATION. 


He Is Positive That Central Employes Were 
Discharged for Being Kuights, 

Aupany, N. I., Aug. 25.—[Special.]—The 
events of the day were the presence of Mr. 
Powderly and the Central pay-car and the re- 
turn to work of part of the strikers in the 
Delaware and Hudson railroad yards. This 
evening the police authorities swore in twenty 
five special policemen and provided for as 
many more in the event of trouble. 

The men who struck work Saturday in the 
Green Island yard of the Delaware and Hud- 
son presented themselves in a body today and 
asked to be reinstated. Sixteen of the men 
were accepted, the remainder discharged. 
The yards of the company in this city were 
manned with new men today, who worked un- 
der police protection. There were two appli- 
cants for every place. 

At the Central station many applications 
were made by striking Knights to be returned 
to their old places. In nearly every instance 
the request was refused, Where it was found 
thata man had been kept away from work 
through intimidation he was favored. The 
strikers were paid their wages in full, includ. 
ing the first eight days of August. The pay- 
car was guarded by Pinkerton men. Today 
is the first time since the strikers established a 
literary bureau that no bulletin was issued. 

Powderly’s visit here is purely in the nature 
of an investigation. He was accompanied by 
General Secretary John W. Hayes, A. W. 
Wright, John Devlin, and J. J. Hol- 
land of the General Executive Board. 
They came here by boat, Mr. Pow- 
derly declarmg he would not patronize 
the Central railroad company. The party put 
up at the Stanwix, one of the best hotels in 
the city. Toward noon the general officers 
met with the delegates of District Assembly 
No. 246, and a conference of several hours in 
extent ensued. Reports were received from 
the various local assemblies relative to the 
character of the disc men, These only 
confirmed Mr. Powderly's belief that they 
were discharged for no other reason than that 
they were Knights. Ten of these men were 
present and each declared himself to bea 
temperate man in the use of intoxicants, in- 
dulging only in a glass of beer now and then. 
They resented the charge of drunkenness or 
incompetency. Two of the discharged men 
declared that officers of the road asked them 
prior to their discharge if they belonged to 
the Knights. 

Appealing to President Trenholm, 

A resolution was adopted requesting Presi- 
dent Trenholm of the Railroad Em ployés’ Pro- 
tective Union at Boston to see that the New 
England roads refused to bandle any more 
Central freight, and in the event of a failure 
to tie up the Fitchburg and the Boston and 
Albany. Under the law no railroad can re- 
fuse to accept any freight from another line. 
In conversation Mr. Powderly said he was 
going to examine every one of the discharged 
men personally. He continued; “I am more 
convinced now than before that the sole rea- 
son for the discharge of all the men was be 
cause they were Knights. I am quite positive 
of that.” 

Later he said that no matter what the news 
may be from Terre Haute the fight on the 
Central will go right on. 

Mr. Powderly explained that the object of 
himself and his colleagues in calling the meet- 
ing was: First, they wanted the fullest possible 
information upon the causes of the strike, and 
they wanted to hear the statements of such of 
the discharged men as they had not yet been 
able to see. 

Second, they wanted to know the exact con- 
ditions of affairs at every point, how many 
men were out, how many, if any, had gone 
back, how many of the men on strike were 
now members of the order, and what is now 
the condition of the train service of the com- 


pany 
Discharged Men Questioned. 

At the afternoon conference twenty of the 
men who were discharged were admitted and 
closely questioned by Mx. Powderly relative 
to the causes which they thought led to their 
dismissal. Close questioning on the part of 
Mr. Powderly failed fo disclose except in a 
single instance that any of the causes set forth 
by the officials of the Central road could have 
been the grounds for the discharge of the men. 
On the contrary it is claimed many facts were 
brought out which tended tos that the 
discharges were the result of a preconcerted 
plan to drop all the prominent leaders in the 
circle of the Knights. 

Among those discharged were some who ad- 
mitted that when they were dropped reasons 
not included in Mr. Webb’s statement were 
given, but entirely different ones. Several of 
the men said they were charged with insub- 
ordination at the time of their dismissal and 
added that the only act of theirs which the of- 
ficials of the road could construe as one of in- 
subordihation was where they had served on 
committees which had waited upon the offi- 
cials of the road and presented grievances at 
different times. Other men when they asked 
for the reasons of their discharge were met 
with the answer that they were working 
against the interests of the company.” One 
man who had been given this answer said he 
had been threatened with dismissal on two 
separate occasions for being a Knight, the last 
time in February. Another discharged man 
said he was asked to go on piece work which 


fused. Shortly after, he 
charged.

MR. TOUCEY I8 SATISFIED, 


He Has No Doubt as to the Outcome of the 
Present Struggle. 

Burraro, N. Y., Aug, 25.—General Manager 
Toucey, who has been here for several days, 
was interviewed tonight regarding the situa- 
tion of affairs on the Central road. He’ said 
he was satisfied with the way things were go- 
ing, and was not afraid of a general tie-up. 
‘* Do you mean to say that a tie-up of your 
whole system would not do you. any more 
harm than has been done?” 

“IT say they could not hurt us any more 
than they have. Of course, you know,“ con- 
tinued Mr. Toucey, that Mr. Powderly and 
the rest of them are anxious that the public 
should not suffer. How do you suppose it 
would be for the public if we could not run 
our own road in the manner we think best? 
Who would suffer then? Wethink we are in 
the right in this matter and are prepared to 
stand by it.

Then you don’t expect any change in the 
views of the Centra] management upon this 
subject? asked the reporter.

STILL PREPARING FOR WAR. 


The Central Hiring Large Numbers of 
Railroad Men in the West.

Shocking Discovery by the Humane So- 
ciety— Water Instead of Milk. 

The emaciated form of a four months’ old 
child lies in a wretched little room in the rear 
of No. 106 Austin avenue. It has been starved 
into a dying condition, and the physician sent 
by the Humane Society to see what could be 
done said it- would die within a day. The 
mother is Miss Mary McAllister, and the 
father has eluded the officers of the law. She 
is 27 years old, is half dead herself, and at 
times demented.

At present he is unable to compete on 
equal terms with the shipper of dressed beef 
from the United States. He says the price of 
stores (cattle for fattening) has now risen to 
such a height in the United Kingdom, and has 
fallen to such adepthin this country, that 
“ either the American supply must be per- 
mitted to come or grass and roote to rot in 
the ground.” The absurdity of the present 
arrangement is sufficiently exposed by the 
fact that Scotch farmers are scrambling for 
Canadian cattle at fully three cents per pound 
abeve the prices which would attract the 
animals from the United States in shoals if 
the latter were permitted free ingress. The 
writer ventures the statement that there 1s to- 
day more pleuro-pneumonia in the one Coun- 
ty of Dublin than in the whole of the United 
States. The discrimination not only prevents 
the British farmer from making money by 
feeding, but it tends to impoverishment of the 
soil by keeping from it the natural fertilizers 
which enrich the ground wherever ths gnimals 
are brought into condition fit for the butcher. 


AN INVASION OF PRIVATE RIGHTS. 
The strikers at the Union Stock-Yards have 
carried their strike beyond justifiable limits 
by interfering with the operations of the pack- 
ers, who have nothing to do with the strikers 
or with any of the issues involved ih the strike. 
When the engineers and firemen at the yards 
struck they struck for an of "wages 
against the Railway Swi Assuciation 
and for pay for the time they were employed 
in cleaning their engines Sundays. The asso- 
ciation agreed to regulate the last demand and 
to take the question of increase of wages un- 
der considerahon. The packers of the yards 
had no more to do with the controversy than 
the dry-goods men of Btate st or the com- 
mission men of Water street, and from no fault 
of their own were placed in a position to suf- 
fer considerable logses by their inability to 
move their products and to obtain supplies of 
coal and ice for their houses, ty of the 
strikers in this case was clear. It was their 
right to strike if they felt they were not re- 
ceiving sufficient wages. It was equally their 
duty quietly and peacefully to await the decis- 
ion of the Railway Switching Association. It 
was a necessity imposed upon the packers by 
the strikers themselves that they should sup- 
ply themselves with coal and ice, otherwise 
they must close their works and throw thou- 
sands more of operatives out of employment. 
In this emergency the packers scoured the 
city for teams and began hauling supplies to 
their houses. The strikers, in violation of the 
rights of the packers and in open violation of 
law, interfered and prevented them by force 
and intimidation from supplying their wants. 
In taking this position the sfrikers wantonly 
infringed upon the rights of business-men who 
are in no way connected with the strike or re- 
sponsible for it. An unjustifiable attack was 
made upon private property, and the strikers 
made themselves amenable as transgressors 
of the law. So long as they confined them- 
selves to their original position they had a 
justifiable cause and one which called for 
prompt adjudication by arbitration or other- 
wise. When, however, they resorted to force 
and threats in order to cripple the business of 
those who had no connection with the strike, 
and against whom they had no grievances, 
they rendered themselves liable and the police 
should have dealt with them promptly and 
resolutely. Were any other Administration in 
power than the present weak, cowardly, and 
inefficient one the rights of business-men who 
are not concerned in the strike would be pro- 
tected and the strikers would have been noti- 
fied promptly not to interfere with the pack- 
ing-houses so long as the packing-houses were 
not interfering with them. The strikers have 
violated the municipal laws and become in- 
vaders of private rights. What are the police 
for if not to protect private rights and private 
property? 


OBJECT OF THE NATIONAL ELECTION BILL. 

The Republican campaign in Maine was 
opened Saturday at Portland. The chief 
speech was made by the Hon. Henry Cabot 
Lodge. As he is identified so prominently 
with the National Election bill his remarks re- 
lated almost exclusively to that measure, 
which has been so abused and misrepresented 
by the Democrats, who fear that it will end 
frauds by which they have been the sole gain- 
ers. The general object of the bill, said Mr. 
Lodge, was to protect the purity of the ballot. 
That that object was an undesirable one no 
man of any party would venture to assert. It 
had been for years part and parcel of the Re- 
publican creed that every citizen of the United 
States should be enabled to cast his ballot for 
whomsoever he pleased, and it had announced 
its intention to pass the necessary laws when 
it had the power. It now had this power and 
had therefore prepared a bill, which had gone 
through one House of Congress. 

While the Democrats did not dare to say 
they were for fraud and against the honest 
elections which this bill was designed to se- 
cure they had attacked its provisions and 
sought to make it odious by gross misrepre- 
~sentations. One of these was that every poll 
would have soldiers stationed at it to overawe 
the voters. Mr. Lodge’s answer to that was 
an arithmetical one. According to high Dem- 
ocratic authority there are 35,000 polling 
places. There are only 25,000 United States 
soldiers. There would be therefore but five- 
sevenths of a blue-<coat and five-sevenths of a 
musket and a bayonet at each poll. How 
much terforizing and overawing could be 
done by this vulgar fraction of a soldier the 
speaker left it to the Democratic arithmeticians 
to cipher out. 

As Mr. Lodge says, neither he nor anybody 
else wants soldiers at the polis, nor are there 
any bayonets in the bill. But there are bayo- 
nets behind it, as behind all laws, Federal or 
State. Gen. Jackson let South Carolina see 
that. there were bayonets behind the Tariff 
law when that State said it would nullify it. 
Federal bayonets were employed for four 
years to secure the enforcement of all the laws 


| of the United States south of the Ohio and the 


Potomac. There is force every stat- 
ute, but it is not exerted is disobeyed.

Another Democratic cry is that it is sec- 
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The enemies of the bill charge that it is 
designed to give the Republicans more seats 
in Congress. Its primary object is to secure 
honest elections. If the Republicans profit 
thereby they are entitled to the gain, which 
will show how much they have been cheated 
in the past. It is no discredit to the Repub- 
licans that they are trying to do a right thing 


because they will incidentally profit by it, but 


it is a disgrace to the Democrats that they will 
not corisent to do what is right because they 
think it will hurt them politically. 

All that the bill does is to give publicity to 
every step in the election of a Congressman 
if the people of the district ask for it. That 
publicity touches no tocal officers, interferes 
with no local systems, calls for no soldiers 
and no bayonets, and involves a resort to 
“force” no more than any other Federal 
statute does. All it aims at is the stopping of 
traud wherever it may exist North or South. 
Its object being so praiseworthy, and its meth- 
ods so inoffensive, it has been necessary for 
the Democrats as the only way to defeat it to 
make those false assertions which Mr. Lodge 
has met and disposed of convincingly in his 
Portland speech. 


INEQUALITIES OF TAXATION. 

Gen. Lieb’s lecture on the inequalities of 
taxation is opportune. The County Board 
Committee on Equalization, of which Gen, 
Lieb is a member, is considering the inequali- 
ties of the real-estate assessments inthis coun- 
ty. The State Board of Equalization is in 
session at Springfiela considering the inequali- 
ties of county assessments and the under as- 
sessment of railroad properties. Gen. Lieb's 
arguments Ought to be produced before the 
County Board. Other arguments in the same 
line, though of another kind, ought to be pre- 
sented to the State Board. There are undoubted- 
ly iniquitous inequalities. Gen. Lieb points out 
that Mrs. Hetty Green’s property is assessed at 
one-twelfth of its value by Mr. Cantwell of the 
West Town, who has assessed cottage property 
at one-fifth of its value. The same Assessor 
has put a valuation of $600 per acre on a 
Chinaman’s property for which $12,000 per 
acre has been offered. The Democratic North 
Town Assessor has assessed a block of prop- 
erty worth $500,000 at $6,006. There are other 
inequalities as glaring. Gen. Lieb and his 
colleagues can apply a remedy. They can 
equalize in these and other cases. 

But the task of the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion will be greater. That body usually de- 
votes the time of its annual session to discov- 
ering ways and means to saddle the bulk of 
the State taxation on Cook County. While 
engaged in this work the members ought not 
to overlook the glaring inequalities of the rail- 
road assessments as compared with those upon 
personal and real-estate property. ‘The rail- 
road track property in this county is valued at 
about the same sum each year. That sum 
ranges about $7,000,000. The real value is 
nearer $700,000,000, but the Board of Equaliza- 
tion cannot be convinced on that point. This 
year the assessment is $7,743,000. Strange to 
say, the returns made of such tracks this 
year show that there are fewer miles 
of track in Cook County than there were last 
year. The falling off has been from 878 to 
646 miles—a reduction of 25 percent. Yet it 
has been understood that there was much new 
track-laying during the year for the Madison 
and Northern, for the Topeka and Santa Fé, 
for the Wisconsin Central, for the Belt Line 
road to the Stickney tract, etc. There have 
been innumerable new switch tracks, turn- 
outs, and side tracks put in in connection with 
the old roads, There is no evidence that a 
mile of track was abandoned or taken up. 
Why then this decrease of 25 per cent in the 
mileage? This is a matter which the State 
Board ought to investigate. What do the Chi- 
cago members of the board say about it? 

It would be proper for them to point out 
also that the railroad companies pay little or 
nothing in the way of taxes on the valuable 
real estate which they own, outside their right 
of way in Cook County. This never has been 
listed. Most of it never has been assessed. 
The inequality should be remedied. 

What is the State Board going to do about 
it? 


SPAIN IS WILLING TO RECIPROCATE. 

‘lhe Senate will reach soon the sugar 
schedule of the Tariff bill. But little remains 
to be acted on of that dealing with metals, 
and the wood schedule, which comes next, is 
short, and will not take up much time. When 
it has been disposed of, the Senate will have 
to decide whether it will throw away the sugar 
duties, without a ghost of an equivalent, or 
whether it will use them to open to American 
products markets which are at present closed 
to them wholly or partially. 

It has been asserted by some men who 
claimed to be wise beyond what is written, 
that reciprocity was impossible with those 
two Spanish islands whence most of the raw 
sugar is imported to this country, because 
Spain would not abate or take off its oppress- 
ive import duties on articles sent to Cuba 
and Porto Rico. But while the amateur 
statesmen, who never were in Cuba or Spain, 
who know nothing of Spanish sentiment, nor 
of the special conditions of this question, are 
telling what Spain will not do the American 
Consul-General at Havana, who is for the mo- 
ment in Washington, says to the members of 
the Finance Committee: 


If the markets of the United States were not 
opened to the world for free sugar, but were only 
opened to such countries as were willing to enter 
into a just reciprocal arrangement for the benefit 
of American products, a most advantageous ar- 
rangement could be made with the Spanish Gov- 
ernment whereby the free admission into Cuba 
aud Porto Rico could be secured not only for all 
agricultural products of the United States, but 
even for a considerable list of other products of 
this country. 


What members of Congress from lowa, or 
Ohio, or Maine may say has no weight when 
their assertions are contradicted flatly by a 
person who is in a position to know what 
Cubans will demand of their home Govern- 
ment and what that Government will grant. 
The statements of the Consul-General were 
backed up by those of the ex-Minister to 
Spain, who negotiated the reciprocity treaty 
of 1883, which failed of confirmation, and the 
members of the Finance Committee, with the 
exception of Messrs. Morrill and Sherman, 
were convinced that they were correct and 
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most money then. It was able to 

Finance Committee to raise the duty on re- 
fined sugar from four to six tenths of a 
cent per pound, and to put a duty of three- 
quarters of a cent per pound on the yellow 
sugars, which the House bill put on the free 
list. Will the trust have influence enough to 
twist and mold reciprocity legislation so that 
it shall meet its sequirements rather than 
those of the people? 

It will be known in a few days whether this 
proſſhable trust has more power with Senators 
than the unanimous demand of all classes for 
reciprocity. Shall the farmers of the West 
and the manufacturers of the East be denied 
new markets for their respective surpluses 
because to give them what they want will in- 
terfere with one of the wealthiest of monop- 
olies? The eourse of Senators will be watched 
with interest. 


THE RAVAGES OF THE CYCLONE. 

The year 1890 bids fair to be memorable as 
a cyclone year. Every month, except Feb- 
ruary, has contributed to the list of fatalities 
by this cause and the localities of disaster are 
so widespread as to controvert the favorite 
theory that Kansas, Nebraska, Dakota, Mis- 
souri, and Iowa are the principal centers of 
cyclonic disturbance. In January, 11 lives 
were lost in Kentucky; in March, 440 in Ken- 
tucky; in April, 15 in Arkansas; in May, 20 
in Texas; in June, 27 in Nebraska and Illinois; 
in July, 110 in Minnesota and 9 in Massachu- 
setts; and in August, 85 in Pennsylvanig. The 
total number of fives lost by cyclones in 1890 
in the United States (including all kinds of 
wind-storms), is 915, as compared with 168 in 
1889 ; 850 in 1888; 188 in 1887; 272 in 1886; and 
111 in 1885. It would not be surprising if the 
completed record of 1890 should show an ag- 
gregate larger than that of the last five years 
combined, The Old World has not been 
spared in this record. If adds 3,581 to the list 
as follows: In February, Japan, 3,000; in 
May, Siberia, 800;in June, Bulgaria, 20; in 
July, Arabia, 700, and Poland, 25; in August, 
France, 10, Germany, 26, and Switzerland, 150. 

The record shows that no fixed laws can be 
laid down for the cyclone. It is liable to come 
anytime in any locality. January has its 
cyclones as well as July and August. As to 
locality, the only part of the country which 
thus far has escaped has been the Pacific 
coast. New England, the Middle, the South- 
ern, and the Western States all have been 
visited. The broad distribution of the cyclone 
is indicated in the following condensed state- 
ment of the Signal Service observations, 
printed by one of our contemporaries: 

From observations made by the Signal Corps in 
the last score of years, together with such data as 
that body has been able to gain on the subject for 
previous years, Missouri and Kansas are more 
subject to attacks from the tornado than any 
other States. In the eighty-seven years covered 
by the statistics which the corps published a year 
or two ago Missouri had been visited 156 times 
and Kansas 153 times. It would naturally be ex- 
pected that some State in the immediate neigh- 
borheod of these would stand nex} on the list, 
but this assumption is shown by the records to be 
groundless. After Kansas Georgia, with 128 calls, 
receives more attention than any other State, fol- 
lowed closely, however, by Lilinois with 127 and 
Iowa with 118. Then a skip must be taken to the 
far South again, where Alabama stands with 102 
to ite credit. Nearly or quite every State east of 
the Rocky Mountains has a place on the tornado 
records. 

It will be seen from this statement that cy- 
clones by no means are confined to the so- 
called prairie States. As it is not possible 
to lay down any law as to the time of year or 
the locality in which they may occur, so it is 
impossible to fix a general cause. This clear- 
ly is settled by the recent cyclone in Wilkes- 
barre, in the mountain regions of Pennsylva- 
nia. That cyclone had all the characteristics 
of its Western brethren, the whirling motion, 
general direction, brevity of notice, and rapid- 
ity of operation. But unfortunately for the 
general cyclone theory of the meeting of col- 
umns of air at different temperatures there 
was no such meeting at Wilkesbarre. There 
was no general storm in that vicinity and no 
appreciable difference in temperature for hyp- 
dreds of miles away from that locality, and 
yet here was a fully developed cyclone of tre- 
mendous velocity and force without any of 
the cyclonic conditions or any sign in the sky 
that anything unusual was likely to happen. 
Evidently the cyclone offers a fruitful theme 
for observation and investigation to the stu- 
dents of physical science. 


THE TARIFF BILL PROGRAM, 

The Republican Senators having agreed on 
an order of business for the Tariff bill Sen- 
ator Aldrich communicated it to the Senate 
yesterday, and the Democrats, through Sena- 
tor Gorman, expressed themselves satisfied 
with it. While the matter went over for a day 
there is no doubt that the arrangement will be 
carried out. From now until and including 
the 34 of September the Senate is to consider 
the bill to the exclusion of everything but ap- 
propriation bills and reports of conference 
conumittees. The 4th, 5th, and 6th are to be 
given up to five-minute speeches. On the &th 
the voting on amendments will begin and will 
be continued till they are disposed of. That 
will be followed by six hours of general de- 
bate, each side to have three, and then the vote 
will be taken. 

As the Senate has jn four weeks of _tolerably 
close application—for that body—disposed of 
only forty-three out of the 181 pages of the bill, 
and as a fair share of the working days be. 
tween now and the 3d will be taken up by the 
reciprocity debate, it is apparent that there 
are a large number of items, some of them of 
much importance, which will receive no con- 
sideration. But, contrary to the course pur- 
sued in the House, there will be unlimited op- 
portunity to offer amendments. 

The only Senator who was not willing to 
agree to this order of business was Mr. Plumb. 
He feared that it would not give time enough 
for the thorough discussion of some questions 
which remain yet to be passed on, such as 
reciprocity, the effect of the tariff in encour- 
aging or discouraging trusts, and also whether 
the necessary revenue can be had under the 
bill. This is a point which has received no 
attention since the time it was drafted early in 
the spmng. It is possible to tell now much 
better than then what the expenses of the Gov- 
ernment will be and to see whether the rev- 
enues will be excessive or too small under the 
McKinley bill. This important subject 
should not be neglected. 

The prompt acquiescence of the Democrats 
in a proposition to expedite the passage of a 
tariff bill which they have been denouncing as 
hopelessly bad was due of course to the fact 
that it means the shelving of the National 
Election bill for the present session. Had the 
Republicans insisted, as they should, on tak- 
ing up the Election bill before adjournment 
and not leaving it éxposed to the chances of 
the short session the Democrats would have 
talked tariff to the day of doom. As it is, they 
will probably have little more to say on the 
subject. Their course shows that the tariff is 
a matter of little consequence with them as 
compared with the political advantage of hold- 
ing a number of seats in the House now se- 
cured by fraud and which they hope to retain 
by thesame methods. So insincere are they 
n their economic creed that they would prob- 
ably vote for the McKinley bill if it were the

eral residents of that city have united in a 
petition to the House of Representatives 
urging the passage of the International Copy:

American authors, who “ate now subject to 
en unfair competition with foreign liter- 
“ature.” This at least has the merit of being 
a somewhat new argument for the interna- 
tional copyright monopoly. The advocates of 
the scheme heretofore mainly have urged it as 
a measure of so-called justice to distressed 
foreign authors, who are not willing to take a 
fair royalty for their works, but want to get 


foreign prices, which are two or three times 


as high as American. Now, however, it is the 
distressed American author who is prejudiced 
in his rights by cheap foreign reprints. Has 
it ever occurred to the inventors of this argu- 
ment that when an American author writes a 
book which is wanted by the American people 
the profits enrich both him and his publish- 
ers? If a book does not sell it is prima 
facie evidence the people do not want 
it. Foreign competition cuts no figure 
in the case. American authors already 
are amply protected by copyright and 
there could be no objection to any bill 
which gave the same measure of protection to 
foreign authors. The English books which 


ars issued in this country in cheap reprints do 


not seriously compete with American books of 
a high grade. There is a wide difference, how- 
ever, between such a measure and that which 
the Eastern publishing houses are advocating. 
Their campaign for international copyright 
means simply the creation of a monopoly 
under which English prices can be charged for 
English books and American authors can 
shove their prices up to English standards. 
It means the establishment of a powerful 
Eastern trust in books, with absolute control 
of the market and the privilege of cutting off 
the cheap reprints from the people. If the 
motive power in this conspiracy were not the 
establishment of a monopoly in British books 
so that American. authors and publishers may 
establish a similar monopoly they would not 
be working so desperately for this scheme. 
So long as they refuse to accept the principle 
of a reasunable royalty to foreign authors on 
the sales of their books in this country it is 
a fair inference that there is a dishonest pur- 
pose behind their scheming. If they were 
honest they would consent to the insertion of 
such a clause in the bill now in the hands of 
the Committee on Patents. The argument of 
the Washington residents is absurd. 


Incrzastne sales of commercial paper indi- 
cated an easier feeling in the local money 


market yesterday, though there is no change 


in rates. Loans are made at from 6 to 7 per 
cent, with a few banks endeavoring to make 7 
per cent the inside rate.

| ACUUSED OF A BIG CRIME. 


4 MAN FROM DENMARK DETAINED 
BY THE NEW YORK POLICE, | 


He Is Charged with Being the Person 
Who Committed a Fiendish Murder in 
Copenhagen—Charitably-Inclined Ladies 
Preparing to Establish a Hospital for 
Cats and Dogs—Arrangements for Henry 
George's Reception — General Metro- 
politan News.

At the time of the murder E. C. Jacobsen, 
now a bartender at No. 84 Green wich street, 
was stopping in — h on a visit to some 
relatives. He claims to have known both 
Phillipsen and Meyer intimately. When Ja- 
cobsen saw Phillipsen in the office of the hotel 
this morning he 5 — him and said: 
Is not your name Phillipsen?

“No, Alexander.“ 

Jacobsen once more looked at the man 
closely, and, as he states, became convinced 
that he was none other than Adolf Phillipsen, 
the murderer of Meyer. This fact was com- 
municated to the ba office people and 
Phillipsen was arrested. Jacobsen tified 
at the barge office that he positively identified 
Phillipsen as the murderer of Meyer. If it is

MARRIED WOMEN LOSE THEIR PLACES. 


They Will Not Be Allowed to Teach in the 
Cincinnati Schools. ; 

Crvcrmwat1, O., Aug. 25.—[Special.]—The 
question of allowing married women to teach 
in the Cincinnati public schools came up for 
final action in the Board of Education tonight.
